I. Claims 1-40 and 45-7<^ drawn to a method comprising introducing into a cell a 
sense and antisense RNA fragments, or DNA sequences encoding them, of a viral 
genome or portion thereof, wherein the sense and antisense fragments are capable 
of forming a double-stranded RNA molecule and expression of said viral genome 
or portion thereof is altered; cells comprising the sense and antisense RNA 
fragments; plant cells, plants derived therefrom, and seeds comprising said sense 
and antisense RNA fragments; DNA construct comprising DNA sequences capable 
of expressing said sense and antisense RNA fragment,, classified in class 800, 
subclass 279, for example. 

II. Claims 41-44 and 71, drawn to a method comprising introducing into a cell DNA 
sequences capable of expressing viral sense and antisense RNA, wherein the DNA 
sequences further comprise site-specific recombination sites, classified in class 435, 
subclass 462, for example. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions and effects. The method of Group I does not require the site- 
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specific recombination of the method of Group II. The method of Group II does not require the 
plant cells of Group I. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
